4) Seckirhib funding and arranging for the construction of a much needed street and bridge on the Elba City 
School property with the assistance of Ft. Rucker, Alabama DOT, and Rep. Garreth Moore. 

8) Working with Sen. Howell Heflin in Washington to secure appropriations in the amount of $150,000.00 ‘to 
maintain and service the levee, which--according to U.S. Army Corps of Engineer personnel--is in very good 
condition.

There is a wonder surrounding Mary, the Mother of Jestis, that tran- 
scends traditional religious thought. That she Was a privileged vessel, cho

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Tips on keeping school 
lunches safe 


By Angela Hughes, County Agent 


As children return to school, 
many will be taking their lunches 
from home. if you or your child will 
be making school lunches, follow 
these steps to help ensure the food 
stays safe to cat. 

Sandwiches and other typical 
brown bag components must be kept 
at the correct temperatures to pre- 
vent possible illness-causing bacteria 
from growing. Sandwiches with 
items such as meats, cheese, or may- 
onnaise can stay out of refrigeration 
about two hours and still be safe to 
eat. After that time, bacteria may 
have grown to dangerous levels and 
the food may not be safe to eat. Hot 
foods in a thermos must remain at or 
above 140 degrees Fahrenheit to re- 
main safe, 

To keep food at correct tempera- 


tures, follow these guidelines. First, 
put a frozen gel pack or a frozen 
Juice box in the brown bag or lunch 
box. This will help keep perishable 
foods safe until lunchtime. Make 
sandwiches ahead of time and refrig- 
crate so they are cold and at the cor- 
rect temperature when you put them 
in your child's lunch box. 

If you are using a wide-mouthed 
vacuum bottle to send either hot or 
cold foods with your child, prepare 
the bottle before filling with food. 
To keep hot foods at the correct tem- 
perature, just before filling, fill the 
bottle with boiling water and let it 
stand a minute or two. Make sure 
whatever you add is hot also. 

If you're packing cold foods in a 
vacuum bottle, fill the botile with 
cold water or ice and let stand.

How to keep cast 
iron cookware 
seasoned well

If you cook with cast iron cook- 
ware, you know the importance of 
seasoning the cast iron. If you don’t 
own or use cast iron cookware, you 
may not know what we are talking 
about. 

Seasoning is something you have 
to do to cast iron: it doesn’t come 
from the manufacturer already sca- 
soned. Seasoning is a buildup of 
grease, which carbonizes on the 
utensil, turning it black, smooth and 
slick to the touch, with use. It takes 
many uses for the utensil to become 
seasoned, 

Therefore, cast iron should not be 
washed in y water, other than 
the first time it is used. This first 
time will remove the protective coat- 
ing put on by the manufacturer for 
shipping purposes. Soap will strip 
your seasoning from the utensil, 
making it necessary to re-season af- 
ter each use. 

Boiling water and a stiff brush are 
the key cleaning items, not soap or 
liquid detergents. Remove food im- 
mediately and while the utensil is 
still hot, wash in hot or boiling wa- 
ter. Wipe dry with a soft cloth or 
paper towel. The utensil should have 
& greasy appearance.
